London , Feb. 0.—Latest advices from 
Buenos Ayres show that the Chilian war 
is becoming a strug g le between the army 
and the navy. 
A minority of the navy 
sides with the president and a minority of 
the army with his antag onists. 
The out­ 
break can hardly be cal.ed an insurrec­ 
tion, for the president has exceeded his 
constitutional functions, and the majority 
in cong ress has appealed to force ag ainst 
ttie usurpation. 
The in-urg ent vessels, 
whose names will be heard from frequent­ 
ly within the next few weeks, are the 
ironclads Almirante Cochrane and Blanco 
Encalada, tlie cruiser Esmeralda, the Al­ 
mirante Lynch, the Abtao, the ram Mag - 
*-llanes, a corvette, the transport Ama­ 
zonas, and the steamer Aconcag ua. 
I q u iq u e in D e s p e r a t e Strait*. 
The ships supporting the g overnment 
are the ironclad Huasascar, hastily put in 
repair, one corvette, two transports and 
eig ht torpedo boats. 
The g overnment 
ships have proven incapable of effective 
resistance to the insurg ent tieet, and the 
latter control the coast. 
The Almirante 
Cochrane and the Mag ellanes are bom­ 
barding Iquique. 
That place is in des­ 
perate straits, meat selling for a dollar a 
pound, and 
business 
being 
g enerally 
paralyzed. 
The Blanco Encalada, of the 
insurg ent vessels, has returned from the 
straits of Mag ellan, where it captured the 
Abtao, and is now operating ag ainst Val­ 
paraiso and other coast towns. 
T h « P r e s i d e n t ’s D e c la r a tio n . 
President Iialmaceda has announced a 
state of sieg e and declares that he will 
maintain his place until after the elec­ 
tions next month. 
The sympathies of the 
foreig n element in Chili are all ag ainst 
him, and it is certain that he will receive 
no further assistance than the protection 
fromwholesale bomba rdmeutof Valparaiso 
and any other places in which Europeans 
have extensive interests? 
President Ilal­ 
maceda has confiscated the prop T ty of 
Don Ang us tin 
Edwards, one 
of 
the 
wealthiest men in Chili, and the man fa­ 
vored for the presidency by the majority 
of the people, as ag ainst Balmaceda’s 
candidate, San Fueute. 
Edwards has, it 
is said, backed the revolution with all the 
means at his command.

The ancients succeeded in making 
that alloy of copper which is known as 
bronze. 
Among the seven wonders of 
the world was the famous statue, whol­ 
ly made of bronze, historically known 
as the Colossus o f Rhodes. 
It repre­ 
sented Phcebns, the natio nal deity o f the 
Rhodians. 
It was beg un by Chares, a 
pupil o f Lysippus, th e sculptor, and 
was co m pleted by Inches, 288 years 
B. C. 
T he po pular belief is th at it 
sto o d astride the harbo r o f Rhodes, 
that it was 105 feet hig h, and that ships 
co uld easily sail betw een its leg s. 
Pliny said that few men co uld clasp 
its thum b. It was cast on m etal plates, 
afterward jo ined to g ether, and 
this 
process o ccupied tw elve years. 
In the 
interior was a spiral staircase reaching 
into its head, and in a g reat mirror, 
suspended to its neck, were reflected 
the co ast o f Syria and the ships sailing 
to Eg y pt. 
After it hud sto o d fo r sixty-fo ur years 
tills Colossus was o verthro wn by 
earthquake, and its rem ains lay o n tin 
shore for ‘.123 years—th at is, until A. D 
672 — when they were* sold by the Bara 
oens to a H ebrew dealer. 
The orig inali 
co st was 300 talents—say # 6,000,000 
and it is no t to o m uch to say th at a 
similar im ag e m ig ht easily bo co n 
structed no w in o ne-fo urth o f the tim e 
and at o ne-third o f th e orig inal co st 
Rhodes, by the way, m ust have had 
Colossus o n th e brain, fo r Pliny relates 
that the port was ado rned with 1,000 
co lo ssal statues o f the k u il—Tho m as J 
Bo wdito h in Tro y Times.

The mail steamer Arequipa bring s the fol­ 
lowing news up to J an. 27 from Val­ 
paraiso: 
The steamer Imperial, which 
was taking on board 2,(XX) men for Iquique, 
was attacked at nig ut by the revolutionist 
torpedo boat Blanco, but the torpedo boat 
was repulsed alter several hours’ fig hting 
and the Imperial manag ed to leave Val­ 
paraiso. Taltal and Chanaral are the only 
ports taken by the revolutionists. 
L ib e r a te d a Lo t o f P r iso n e r s. 
A train filled with prisoners was stopped 
by 300 “ priinitivas” workmen, who liber­ 
ated the prisoners and took the train to 
Iquique, having first killed the eng ineer. 
The ports of Coquimbo and Pisag ua have 
been re-taken by the g overnment forces. 
The port of Valparaiso is still blockaded, 
but steamers manag e to g et in and out 
after being overhauled by the blockadtrs. 
P r o p e r ty Very U n safe. 
A g reat many notable people in Santiag o 
have expressed desires to sell or mortg ag e 
t Loir property, but the g overnment has 
protested ag ainst such transactions and it 
is feared that confiscation will follow. 
People of the better class are siding with 
the revolutionists. 
J ovino Novoa, minis­ 
ter to Peru during the Chilean occupation, 
is a prisoner in Lis house. 
He is seriously 
ill. 
Exchang e is quoted at is pence.

PROFIT S OF T HE FARM. 


An uddre-A b efore the Farmers Club b y 
Mrs. Ell wood Hughes on more equal dis­ 
trib ution. 
Mr. President, Ladies and Gentlemen 
A week or two ago my husb and and I, us 
»a our euitome evenings, were reading, on 
this occasion each an agricultural paper, 
in which we found reported the meetings 
of the different farm er’s organizations, 
having for their ob ject the b ettering of 
the condition of the farmer, or in other 
words of yoe like, the more equal » listrij 
b utton of the profits of the farm. 
Either 
of us in turn when finding something par­ 
ticularly striking would read aloud to the 
other, and b ecoming a little enthused I 
remarked that i had a notion to put in my 
“ sixpence ’ at the next meeting of the 
farmer’s club , Jhe replied “ all right, pitch 
in;” and this is how it earn« that 1 am 
here with thisjjpaper. 
1 may b e considered out of “ woman's 
sphere” l ur r yi n g to say something on 
this sub ject, b ut it occurs to me, perhaps 


to resist them as b e is doing in this upris­ 
ing which has assumed immense propor 
tions. 
One recent organization alone, 
numb ering 150,000. 
T hat so many crude 
ideas have b een advanced, and jwild d e­ 
mands made, 
is not 
strange. 
Many 
farmers are lab oring under pressure of 
heavy 
deb ts, making them desperate 
under the past low prices of farm pro 
ducts, causing them to clamor for a more 
leb eral currency. 
As the unlimited coin­ 
age of silver a free flow of sub -treasury 
notes and one or two per cent govern­ 
ment loans, 
and like impractical de­ 
mands, which he thinks would give him 
the n» eans of paying ids deb ts. 
-Tust 
here is shown the necessity for the ed u­ 
cational work that may come to the 
farmer 
through 
these 
organizations 
They have a great work on hand which 
should b e vigorously pushed. Queationsof 
an economic nature, and those relating to 
the administration of government should 
b e studied, and discussed in every such 
organization. 
The result of such educa­ 
tional work would give a higher degree 
of intelligence and b etter tit men f» >r vot­ 
ing upon questions of vital important» in 
national affairs. 
Let them study the illicit, and I may 
add, licensed gamb ling of our Boards of 
trade, where the products of the soil are 
gold over and over again b y men who 
never owned and never expect to own a 
pound of such representation. 
Each 
time the b uyer expects to make His profits 
from the loss of another. 
This is a gi­ 
gantic fraud on the farmer and should 
b e studied to the emi that it may b e 
properly remedied. 
T he conflict b etween capital and lab or 
resulting in strikes, b oycotts, riots, and 
the growth of anarchy and socialism, has 
b een for the last few years the sub ject of 
concern to the student of moral govern­ 
ment. 
Another lessen for our farmer 
voters and statesmen to study is the sys­ 
tem of our government that recognizes in 
our laws that commerce and manufac­ 
tures should b e fostered as the ha n d ­ 
maids of agriculture, b ut not protected 
until they grow so rich that agriculture 
b ecomes their slave. 
There is much for farmers to learn who 
aim t» i b ecome statesmen, and if they do 
velope b rains enough to properly digest 
the demands they make, and keep out ol 
the hands of the demagogues, and cranks, 
their united efforts may mark one ot the 
periods of progress in the world s history. 
This evident interest is portentious, b ut 
wo must not ignore ib is enduring lesson 
of history that the “ Dependance of na 
tions is upon a thrifty yeomanry. 
That the striking lesson <>f the present 
farmers movements is pub licly viewed 
from the widely different standpoints of 
men of culture in all parties is evidence 
of .ts worth. 
But every effort at reform 
has had its opponents ami 1 have heard 
it remarked that ofttimes one’s b itterest 
enemies are found in b is own household, 
which b aying is applicab le here. 
F a rm ­ 
ers wlio have not b een b rought into sym ­ 
pathy with this movement speak more 
eontemptab ly of it than polititians do. 
The reason for this is found in their 
traditional conservatism, strength of per 
sonal pride and party ties, especially the 
latter. 
Perhaps I would b etter stop now b e­ 
fore I step on someone’s corns, for I 
w ould not willingly hurt the feelings of 
anyone present. 
I am sure the memb ers 
of the Bock 
River Farmers Club are 
among the b est men in the world. 
1 heir 
actions manifest it. 
Of their own lr» ‘e 
will and accord they b estowed upon their
